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provides sufficient description of a representative number of species of anti-B cell agents to 
demonstrate full possession of the invention. 



concerning the above-referenced application. Accordingly, Appellant as the appealed claims are 
allowable, the final rejection should be reversed and the case remanded to the Examiner with 
instruction to pass the application to allowance.
